French fighters and Amer­ 
ican-supplied B26 bombers kept 
up their constant attacks on the 
supply lines. 
French army sources said Giap 
also was rounding up every avail­ 
able man from both regular regi­ 
ments and guerrilla units for his 
next assault. 
In the vital Red River delta 
around Hanoi, the French Union 
forces again were kept busy beat­ 
ing off ambushes and sabotage at­ 
tempts on lines of transport and 
thinly manned Vietnamese militia 
posts.

"TAKE UP THE SWORD OF HOPE: GIVE" 
Kuchel Retains In Senate 
Savy Of Local Problems 


In * political year it is easv for any voter 
to become either so involved in local issues 
that he has no time for the national scene, 
so overwhelmed by the national situation 
that there is no room for local problems, 
or too busv to bother about either. 
Under these conditions, it is necessary’ that 
he have in Washington a man who will rep­ 
resent him eHedively both on national and 
local issues. Therefore we have l>een watch­ 
ing with interest the activities of our junior 
•enator, Tom Kuchel. 
We have known Kuchel and of his abili­ 
ties for manv scars. As a voung attorney he 
was elected to the State Assembly in 1936 
and again in 1938. 
He was so outstanding 
the voters sent him to the State Senate, where 
he served with distinction until earlv 1946. 
T hen Gov. Warren appointed him state con­ 
troller. 
Kuchel’s record as controller is evidenced 
bv election in the primaries both in 1946 
and again in 195®. 
He earned the honor 
and the responsibilities of being appointed 
bv Warren as junior senator from California 
after Richard Nixon stepped up to the vice 
presidency. 


With such a background it is no wonder 
that Kuchel already has made a fine record 
in the U. S. Senate. Not only has he shown a 
realistic grasp of national and international 
problems, but he also hasn’t forgotten local 
problems. 
For example: 
Kuchel has recentlv introduced in the 
Congress two bills which stem directlv back 
to problems here in Marin. One is his smog 
bill, a measure which would permit rapid 


tax amortization of the cost of devices to 
eliminate fumes from smokestacks. 
Although we have no smog problem here 
at present, one sure wav to make sure we 
cjon’t have in the future is to take preven­ 
tive measures. This is one way the fed­ 
eral government can help, and Kuchel acted 
on it 
A second bill he introduced is the so- 
called 
lease purchase bill. 
This 
measure 
would make possible for the government to 
contract for purchase of post offices and gen­ 
eral ve?vice buildings using “rent money** to 
pav for them. 


T he federal government hasn’t constructed 
anything except military buildings since be­ 
fore World W ar II. 
Many post offices and 
other buildings are badlv outgrown, par­ 
ticularly here in California and 
Marin. 
Under Kuchel’s bill, the federal government 
could expand its buildings without the large 
appropriations which must be made im- 
mediatelv. 
This would stimulate construc­ 
tion and provide jobs. 
Yet our senator has a safeguard so federal 
agencies could not go hog wild on a building 
program. 
Any project e\(ceding 520,000 
would have to have a Congressional com­ 
mittee approval. 
These two example* illustrate his consid­ 
eration of local problems at the national 
level. 


1 here are manv other fine things that 
could be said aboht Tom Kuchel, vet it 
seems obvious that he has earned a full term 
in the U. S. Senate. 
We voters should 
surely send him back there. 


Case Of Missing 
32 Needs Attention 


O ur State Department is planning to con­ 
front the Chinese Reds at Geneva with the 
list of 32 Americans known still to be held 
bv them. 


Thene mav be some diplomatic difficulties 


in getting this item on the agenda, but in 
any case the matter should be brought up. 
O ur national self respect demands that we go 
to bat about it. 
And making an issue of it 
will also provide us an opportunity to show 
up Communist China in its true light to

It should be noted that not even the Rus­ 
sians and their European satellites have cut 
off American hostages so completely from 
the outside world as have the Chinese Reds. 
In referring to the 32, a State Department 
official said: “These people simply disappear, 
as if the earth had swallowed them up.” 
There is little reason to believe that our 
demands, however stern, will cause Peiping 
to soften and act human. 
But if we press 
our case vigorously enough we mav well 
shame some of our friends into supporting 
our stand against admitting the Peiping gov­ 
ernment into the U.N.

NEW YORK \/P \ — If you have 
met with repeated failure in try­ 
ing to get something from life, do 
you try to forget your own mis­ 
takes?

•helf—so you can keep learning 
from them ?” 


THIS THEORY helped Lloyd 
Preston Garner, an RC electron­ 
ic* 
engineer, 
to 
develop 
the 
world's most powerful vacuum 
tube. It took him 
10 
stubborn 
years and 2,000 separate fizzle» 
to fail his way to victory. 
The new super-tube — it has 
2937 parts — enables the U S. 
Navy for the first time in its 
history to keep in instantaneous 
touch by wireless with any of 
its 
airplanes, 
surface 
vessels, 
submarines or land outposts any­ 
where in the world. 
It is aJso used in secret govern­ 
ment projects. It is a big step 
toward the automatic factory of 
the future, in which electronic 
equipment will take the place of 
many hum an workmen. 


THE “FIZZLE SHELF" is not 
Just a figure of speech with en­ 
gineer G am er, who is also a 
practical philosopher. The story 
of his own final success Is dra­ 


matically told by 
a 
four-row 
glass fizzle shelf in his office 
which still holds the results of 
hundreds of adverse laboratory 
experiments. 
“If w t allow our 
failures 
to 
discourage us,” said G am er, “it 
can only lead us to 
a 
mental 
graveyard. Our failures sre our 
most potent teachers.” 


IN 1943 GARNER, who holds 
some 25 patents, was given a lab 
in the RCA plant at Lancaster, 
Pa., and a mission. The mission 
was to design and build a vacuum 
tube many times more powerful 
than any then known, 
a 
tube 
needed in 
hush-hush 
military 
projects, a tube far surpassing 
the power requirements of tele­ 
vision. 
Most of the nine engineers on 
his staff w*ere freshly out of col­ 
lege. and th at gave G am er the 
idea for his fizzle display. 


“WE WERE HEADING i n t o 
uncharted waters, and I knew 
rough sailing lay ahead—plenty 
of it,” he recalled. “If I could 
keep my boys from becoming dis­ 
couraged, I knew we could make 
better progress. 
“So I Built those shelves and 
started with my own mistakes, 
accumulated over the years.

SOME 
VISITING 
engineers 
shook their heads on seeing the 
crowded fizzle shelf. They felt 
almost as unprpfessional as if a 
doctor, for example, should hang 
photographs of his dead former 
patients in his waiting room. 
Their criticism — some of it 
vocal — didn't dismay Garner. 
He still has his fizzle shelf, and 
confidently expect« to add to It. 
It Is a guarantee against mak­ 
ing the same mistake twice. 


“I WAS TAUGHT not to be 
ashamed of 
failing,” 
he 
said. 
“There is no reason for either 
shame or humiliation if things 
don't turn out as you expect. 
“feveh in simple experiments 
Td say we get what we hope for 
only about 15 per cent, of the 
time. But we wouldn't have the 
15 per cent except for the ex­ 
periments th at are 85 per cent 
unsuccessful. 
‘T hat's why I say failure is 
our best teacher. If a man doesn’t 
keep a museum of his failures— 
at least in his own mind—he’s 
hiding 
from 
the 
things 
that 
could help him most.” 
Gamer, who is 50, is still t 
bachelor. 


“THAT’S MY biggest fizzle of 
all,” he said, smiling wryly. “And 
how to turn that mistake into 
a profit baffles me. I love chil­ 
dren dearly.”

W ashington <£*) — Now, in the 
wake of the American hydrogen 
bomb tests in the 
Pacific, 
the 
Big Four will meet again in the 
United Nations tq^ talk about 
banning atom bombs and reduc­ 
ing armaments. 


Since they’ve been unable to 
get to first base with this prob­ 
lem in eight years, it would ba 
astonishing if they could sud­ 
denly do so now. 
The 
United 
States, 
Russia. 
Britain 
and 
France have been considering it 
in the UN since 1946. 


They have even more reason 
now for finding a solution than 
they did in 1946: they’re better 
able to destory one another, and 
civilization too. 


But by the same token agree­ 
m ent now is likely to be harder 
than ever: they have far more 
men, money, time and m aterials 
Invested in preparing for war if 
it comes. 


IN 1946 THE 
United 
State« 
had the atom bomb. Russia did 
not. She was working on it. At 
the same time, while the United 
States and its European allies 
had stripped their armed forces 
to the bone, Russia retained a 
huge army capable of overrun­ 
ning Europe. 
Fear of the American bomb 
was probably the main reason 
Russia didn't gobble Europe. But 
in the interevning years, while 
the big powers and the UN G en­ 
eral Assembly considered atomic 
control plans th at got nowhere, 
these things happened: 
1—Russia developed not only 
the 
atom, 
but 
the 
hydrogen 
weapon 
as 
well. 
The 
United 
States, while out-stripping Rus­ 
sia in the number of atom bombs 
it 
could 
m anufacture, 
made 
such awesome progress in hy­ 
drogen development that its two 
explosions in March sent a shud­ 
der around the earth. 


2—From a state of almost tra ­ 
gic weakness eight years ago, the 


United States and its W estern 
friends have rearmed, set up 
their North Atlantic Treaty O r­ 
ganization as a m utual aid so­ 
ciety against Russian attack in 
the West, and the United States 
has ringed Russia with air bases. 


3—But while the West built 
up its muscles at home, it suf­ 
fered an awful loss in Asia w ith­ 
out a chance to fire a shot. The 
Chinese Communists ran 
Na­ 
tionalist Chiang 
Kai-shek, 
the 
American ally, off the continent 
and took over China. 


THUS, WHILE Russia raced to 
m atch the West in the develop­ 
m ent of new weapons, it acquired 
in its Chinese allies an almost 
endless 
supply 
of 
manpower 
which the West could never hope 
to match. Because it couldn't, 
its reliance had to rest on tech­ 
nical superiority: more, and more 
terrible, weapons. 


Since both the West and Rus­ 
sia now could dismember each 
other with their atomic weapons, 
it might seem the part of wis­ 
dom for them to agree in a h u r­ 
ry to get rid of their bombs. 
But the increased strength on 
both sides since 1946 has made 
agreement on disarm am ent more 
difficult. For one thing, in 1946 
the Communists were playing it 
foxy. They had not become open­ 
ly aggressive as they did later 
In Korea and Indochina. 


IF THE UNITED States and 
its allies agreed to disarmament 
and outlawing the bombs, what 
assurances would they have that 
the Communists, with their su­ 
periors and expendable manpow­ 
er, wouldn’t try to overwhelm 
the West or the rest of Asia by 
sheer weight of numbers? 


Its main defense now is in its 
weapons. It won't give them up 
easily, or break up its alliances.

And Russia, 
which 
spurned 
previous American proposals for 
disarm am ent, hasn’t showrn any 
signs of changing its mind.

The competing news would in 
itself be enough to explain why 
not every citizen spent all of 
last Wednesday evening reading 
the President’s message. 
But it is a fair question w heth­ 
er in any other week it would 
have aroused more interest and 
received more attention. I w*ould 
guess not. Any week th at was 
quiet enough to make th at mes­ 
sage the big news would be quiet 
enough to allow everyone to go 
fishing. 


NOBODY CAN BE much ex­ 
cited because on the tariff, which 
ls the controversial issue in this 
field, the present 
situation 
is 
known to be this: the President 
is asking for almost nothing and 
the Congress is set to give him 
even less. 
Yet tfiis still leaves us with 
the question of why a m atter, 
which the President’s message 
gays has “urgency and signifi­ 
cance,” is not in fact regarded 
as urgent and significant. 
Our friends abroad feel strong­ 
ly th at the liberalization of our 
tariff ls urgent and significant. 
But the fact of the m atter is 
th a t our people do not feel th at 
way, and th at almost all the 
heat and pressure there is in this 
field comes from the producers 
who will tolerate no less, and who 
usually w ant a lot more tariff 
protection. 


IT HAS OFTEN been said — 
and I have said it myself more 
often than I care to remember— 
that since we have become the 
great creditor country we ought, 
as did G reat Britain a century 
ago, move towards the proper 
trade policy of a creditor coun­ 
try, which is very miich freer 
trade. T hat is still quite true. 
But the analogy with Britain 
In the hungry Forties of the 
Nineteenth 
Century 
is 
false. 
W hen 
Britain 
adopted 
freer 
trade, her Industry had no com­ 
petitors in the world and the 
working people of the British 
Isles were demanding with some­ 
thing like revolutionary ardor 
the import of cheaper food. The 
reasoned case for free trade had 
behind it the steam of strong 
popular discontent. 
* 


THAT IS LACKING here, and 
so the case for liberalizing the 
tariff has no popular push be­ 
hind it, and depends upon rea­ 
soned proof. 
If we pproach the question 
th a t way, we must, I believe, 
take far more seriously than we 
have, more seriously than the 
m ajority of the Randall Com­ 
mission did, the m ain point of 
the dissenting report by Repre­ 
sentatives 
Daniel 
Reed 
and 
Richard M. Simpson. 
They complained th a t. R an­ 
dall and the m ajority had worked 
for a false 
postulate: 
namely 
that American economic policy 
should be revised In 
order 
to 
solve the 
outer 
world 
dollar 
problem. Messrs. Reed and Simp­ 
son argued th at “foreign eco­ 
nomic policy should be considered 
primarily in its relation to the 
domestic economy.” 


TO SAY THEY are right In 
this does not mean 
th at ‘ one 
agrees with their views on what 
the various tariffs ought to be. 
They may well be mistaken when 
they say th a t all the particular 
tariffs they want are in the in­ 
terests of a sound domestic econ­ 
omy. 
It is, in any 
event, 
on 
this 
ground th at the debate will have 
to be carried on. It will not be 
possible to bring about substan­ 
tial tariff reductions against the 
opposition of American producers 
—if the argument is th a t this is 
the way to make our allies pros­ 
perous, and militarily strong, and 
free from Communist danger, or 
to save the American taxpayer 
the burden of foreign aid, or to 
help our export industries get 
access to foreign markets. 


ALTHOUGH THESE are all of 
them sound objectives of na­ 
tional policy, they will not be 
achieved by trying to lower the 
tariffs at the expense of particu­ 
lar American producers. They 
are national 
objectives 
which 
can be promoted only at the ex­ 
pense of the nation, as in the 
war loans, lend-lease, the M ar­ 
shall Plan, m utual aid and the 
like. 
We shall not go far or fast 
towards the stablizatlon of the 
world economy if wa let tha issue 


become narrowed down 
to tha 
question of shutting down a mine 
in Colorado 
or 
a 
factory 
in 
Massachusetts. 


THIS IS NOT to say th at It 
would not help the world prob­ 
lems if we took in more import«. 
It certainly would. 
But in order to persuade the 
Congress to let in more imports, 
the proof must show th at it will 
benefit the American economy 
and—also, th at American pro­ 
ducers who will be affected are 
not being sacrificed and aban­ 
doned. 


ALTHOUGH LAST week’s mes­ 
sage does not, by some strange 
omission, refer to it. the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
has 
al­ 
ready adopted a new and highly 
promising approach to this gen­ 
eral problem. It Ls in Secretary 
Benson’s plan for dealing with 
the t oubles of the domestic wool 
Industry. 
The essential fact, so far as 
this argum ent is concerned, is* 
th at instead of an increase in 
the tariff on wool — which the 
domestic producers are asking— 
the 
Administration 
is 
recom­ 
mending th at the price of wool 
be allowed to find its level in the 
open m arket 
“competing 
with 
other fibers and with imported 
wool” — and that domestic wool 
producers be given financial as­ 
sistance. in effect on the parity 
principle. 


THIS IS BY no means 
the 
only way of dealing with a situa­ 
tion of this kind. But it registers 
certain principles which we shall 
have to learn to recognize. The 
one is th at it does no one much 
good to use the tariff to alleviate 
the trouble« of an industry, like 
wool, when thoee troubles are 
due to high costs and to the 
competition of cheaper and In­ 
creasingly better substitutes. 
To use the tariff to deal with 
troi bles of th at kind is to raise 
the price to the consumer w ith­ 
out curing a m ain cause of the 
trouble which comes from the 
competition of the domestic syn­ 
thetic fiber industry. The tariff 
Is a clumsy and expensive way 
of alleviating the hardships of 
a declining industry. 


THE 
RANDALL 
Commission 
had a proposal from David Mc­ 
Donald, one 
of 
it« members, 
calling 
for 
compensation 
for 
producers who might have to 
make readjustm ents as a result 
of lower tariffs. In it« original 
form, the proposal was open to 
the objection th at it seemed to 
give & protected industry a prop­ 
erty right in the tariff rates— 
and on th at ground McDonald’» 
proposal was not adopted. 
But in some better form we 
shall, I believe, come to it — 
perhaps by recognizing th at when 
there is serious hum an disloca­ 
tion due to a great technologi­ 
cal change — such as is now in 
prograss in the textile revolu­ 
tion — or *o changes of national 
policy, the local communities af­ 
fected should not be left to bear 
the whole burden.

These buses are wider and 
longer than the standard bus and 
impose obvious problems of safe 
operation. This is not a strike, 
despite claims of Greyhound. 
“We are also sure the company 
had ample notice to put the form­ 
erly used equipment back In op­ 
eration as well as other equip­ 
ment available in time to avoid 
any disruption in service. We re­ 
gret any inconvenience but in the 
long run the public will be assured 
that equipment Is handled in con­ 
formity with safe operating prac­ 
tices and the law.

U. Of Calif. Gets Texas Fossil Find 


BERKELEY (U.R)—An elaborate 
collection of fossil-mamals that 
lived in Texas more than a mil­ 
lion years ago will soon be in the 
custody of the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Dr. Don Savage, assistant cur­ 
ator of mammals at the university 
museum, said acquisition of the 
fossiled remains will come as a re­ 
sult of point project carried out 
on the Berkeley campus in co­ 
operation with the Panhandle- 
Plains Historical Society Museum 
at Canyon, Tex. 
Dr. Savage will direct research 
on the specimens brought back by 
his party from the Palo Duro Can­ 
yon in the Texas Panhandle. He 
collected some of the 
specimens 
during a six-week “dig” in the 
canyon. 


“Just one or two million years 
ago/' the paleontologist said, “that 
part of Texas must have looked 
Tike the African veldt today. There 
was no canyon then, of course; 
just a large plain. 


“In that area we found fossils of 
camels, horses, hyena-dogs, saber 
tooth tigers, out-sized lions, mas­ 
todons, giant tortoises, deer, and 
antelope. And they all lived in 
the same place at the same time.”
